1.  Zt  Is  Tery  difficult  to  understaxkd  exactly  vhat  happened  froa  the  meager 
yinforaatlon  in  this  report.  For  instance  one  must  guess  vfaether  the  scope  returns 

at  the  OCA  and  OCX  stations  occurred  at  the  same  time  or  if  not,  which  occurred  first, 
and  sold  on.  From  the  description  given  one  might  conjecture  ani^lng  from  an  aircraft 
or  halloon  to  false  targets  or  weather  phenomena  as  possible  causes  for  the  r^orted 
radar  retxims.

2.  In  view  of  the  meager  Infomation  given  and  the  failure  to  make  any  visual 
observation  from  either  ground  or  air,  it  is  considered  likely  that  weather  phenomena 
and/or  equipment  malfunction  was  responsible  for  the  reported  radar  returns. 
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
